ten to seven, they could manage to 
keep the business running during 
the 
fall 
and 
winter. 
Some 
of 
the 
restless 
spirits 
among 
the 
operatives 
heard 
of 
the propos­ 
ed reduction, and at once proceeded 
to work up a strike. 
The directors 
met again and frankly told their 
employes that there would be a loss 
to the company to run the estab­ 
lishment at all, even at the reduced 
expenses, and that they had decided 
to 
continue 
operations 
at a loss 
rather than throw so many out of 
employment at a time of business 
stagnation, but that if it was not 
satisfactory to the men in whose in­ 
terest they had acted, 
they would 
gladly close down entirely until bet­ 
ter times. 
And so the steam was

closed, and fifteen

Projmsed Change o f Ratio, 
State Treasurer Stephens, who is 
spending some days at his old home 
in Boonville,gives to 3. Republic cox- 
respondent

reasons 
for opposing Senator Vest’s plan of 
changing the ratio of gold and sil­ 
ver coinage to 24 to i: 
‘T have no better friend since my 
father’s death than Senator Vest. 
He has been a father to me, yet we 
often differ. 
I firmly believe his 
proposed 
change of ratio 
would 
practically 
demonetize 
silver. 
I 
don’t think silver could be orofit- 
ably 
mined 
at 
such 
a 
‘ ratio. 
Besides this, it occurs to me, it 
would entail a tremendous loss upon 
the people and at 
the same time 
necessitate a large issue of bonds, 
which we hoped to avert.

It has indorsed say

The idea of repudiation 
is foreign to our people and not a 
cent of our obligations will ever be 
repudiated, if we ‘have to ride in 
blood up to the bridles’ to prevent 
It.

silver dollar will have just one-half 
more silver in it than it now con­ 
tains. 
The holders of the old silver 
money will naturally desire as early

grains. 
It is not unlikely that the 
government will be compelled, in 
the event Senator VesFs ideas pre­ 
vail, to take in and recoin all the 
outstanding silver dollars. 
If it is 
$500,000,000 then the loss to the 
government, which is the people’s 
loss, 
will

$250,000,000. 
To 
meet this fearful loss the govern­ 
ment w’ill have to issue bonds after 
all. 
How else can it be met? 
U p­ 
on what fund could it draw but up­ 
on one made in this way? 
A ratio 
of 24 to I would not, I think, be 
acceptable 
to 
the 
people. 
The 
ratio has been changed before, and 
what weason have we for believing 
it would not be changed again, say 
within two years? 
If the govern­ 
ment is determined to discriminate 
against silver,to cripple it,this is the 
best way on earth of accomplish­ 
ing that end. 
The 
unwieldy size 
of a silver 
dollar, 
if continually 
made larger, would alone prejudice 
the masses against it. 
I hope Sen­ 
ator Vest will not suggest a ratio of 
24 to I. 
It would as a compromise 
have the endorsement of the single 
gold standard people, because they 
would by it practically demonetize 
silver and succeed after all in get­ 
ting their issue 
of 
bonds. 
I am 
still interested in national 
banks. 
I wish I had more 
stock 
in them 
than I now have, but I am 
not in 
favor of perpettating the national 
debt to accommodate the 
bankers.

When Elder George W. 
Longan 
died, in December, 1891, at the ad­ 
vanced age of three score and one 
years,after a life full of good deeds, 
he left what was conceded to be 
the 
largest 
and 
most 
valuable 
library owned by any divine in the 
state. 
For years Elder Longan had been 
the 
acknowledged 
head 
ot 
the 
Christian church in Central Mis­ 
souri, and for nearly half a century 
he had been engaged in collecting 
such works as would inform him on 
all subjects of interest, and most 
magnificently did he succeed. 
Many 
of 
the 
works 
were 
on 
theology, ot course, but there were 
scores 
volumes on other topics, 
many of them rare and valuable, 
and the latter years of the reverend 
gentleman’s life were spent largely 
in his library, surrounded by his 
books, out 
of which he obtained 
much information and comfort. 
With the elder’s death there was 
a general desire to know what dis­ 
position he had made of his library, 
which consisted of several hundred 
volumes and could have been dis­ 
posed of 
for a large 
sum. 
When 
the will was 
read, however, 
there 
was a surprise in store for relatives 
and triedns alike, for regarding his 
work 
of 
a 
lifetime 
the 
testator 
merely said: 
“ I desire that my library be given 
to some young and promising min­ 
ister, the selection to be made by 
ray executors.” 
The will named as executors P. 
H. Longan, son of the deceased, 
and W. 
L. 
Black, 
a 
prominent 
farmer of the Houstonia neighbor­ 
hood, who died a few weeks ago. 
Mr. Longan and Mr. Black had 
many conferences in regard to the 
disposition of the rare collection of 
books, and it was finally decided 
by them that Rev. R. L. Cartwright, 
a young minister of the county, and 
a nephew of County Clerk Mitchum, 
was just such a person as the testa­ 
tor had in view when he made the 
bequest, so it was 
determined to 
present him with the vast 
collec­

These 
diamonds can cut glass, but diamonds, 
the edges of which are rectilinear, 
will only scratch it. 
Glazier’s dia- 


1 monds are sold at from $1 2 to S1 6 the 
; caret. 
Certain diamonds, 
which 
in 
the 
natural,crude state, are in a spheroidal 
form, and which do not possess any 
“ cleavage,” cannot be cut and are 
pulverized to make 
diamond dust. 
There are also morphous 
diamonds 
that are completely opaque, and are 
of steel gray or slightly reddish black, 
' and these are called carbonic dia­ 
monds, 
carbon or carbonado. 
Be­ 
sides diamond dust, 
tools are made 
out of them, with the aid of which 
rocks, against which the finest tem ­ 
pered steel has had the edge taken off, 
are split and polished. 
As for black diamonds, worth from 
S4 to $5 per caret, they are used with 
success in the mechanical perforation 
of rocks, 
the boring of 
mine pits 
and galleries, the splitting of coals 
and stones, repairing and dressing of 
millstones, porcelain cylinders, etc., 
the sawing and piercing of marble, 
porphyry, 
granitci, 
porcelain, 
glass 
and a whole lot of other substances 
and for steel engravings. 
There are very few large diamonds 
in the world, not twenty of eminence, 
and certainly not 200 of any notel The 
Braganza of Brazil weighs as nearly 
as may be tw^elve ounces, but experte 
pronounce it to be not a diamond a t 
all, simply a white topaz of more than 
usual size and brilliancy.

A Fac-Sim ile of tlie One In Which Lief 
Ericsson Sailed. 
Norsemen claims that the V ikin g 
carried the men who discovered Amer­ 
ica, and regard with scorn the caravels 
of Columbus. 
Over 1 2 ,000 Norwegians 
live in the city of 
N ew Y o rk and 
Brooklyn, and a right royal welcome 
was given the arrival of 
the ship 
which revives memories of the brav­ 
ery of their fierce V ikin g ancestors. 
This odd vessel is of oak, seventy- 
five feet over all, with a keel of sixty 
feet, fifteen and one half feet beam, 
and a draught of three and one half 
feet. 
The original which served as a 
model was dug up at Gokstad, in the 
south of Norway, and now is Christi­ 
ana. 
She is a clinker built, 
and 
caulked with cow’s hair, spun into a 
sort of rope; her crew consists 
of 
thirteen men, who sailed on their 
voyage May 1st, and some very rough 
weather was encountered. 
An en­ 
thusiastic reception 
was given the 
craft and crew at Newport from the 
cottage residents, 
and at New Y o rk 
from their fellow countymen. 
Aftes leaving the Hudson river, she 
traveled the quiet Erie canal under 
tow, and thence driven up the lakes 
to Chicago by sail and the strong oars 
of her crew, where she was sold to the 
highest bidder; 
the proceeds to be 
used in establishing a sailors’ retreat 
in Norway. 
The cost of the boat and 
voyage has been about $20,000. 


Wonderful Bird Cage. 
A curious and elaborately made bird 
cage was on exhibition lately in the 
Queens county court house, in Long 
Island City, and attracted a great 
deal of attention. 
The cage is in the 
shape of a two-story house, with man­ 
sard roof.

respectable looking Ch inaman, per­ 
h aps a m erch ant, v isits a gun-sh op, 
and w ith th e utm ost care selects one 
or more rev olv ers of th e largest size. 
Th e pistols are critic Hly examin« *d as 
to “ pu ll,” certainty of action in th e 
cylinders and th e length of th e point 
on th e h am m er wh ich strikes th e 
Í» rimer and disch arges th e sh ell. Near- 
y all cf th ose purch ased h av e “ long” 
barrels, sev en and one-h alf inch es, 
and are arm s intended for nav y or 
arm y us'^and to be carried in h olsters. 
B u t th e h igh binder h as no use for a 
h olster. 
W h en h e takes up th e pistol 
it is to kill some m an w ith in a few 
m inutes, and m ayh ap on sh ort notice, 
so h e m ust h av e h is we.apon wh ere it 
can be gripped and put into action in­ 
stantly. 
Th e peculiar dress of th e 
Ch inese especially fav ors th e m u rder­ 
ous “ binder” in concealing th e pistol 
and yet h av ing it under command. 
T h e long, flowing sleev es of th e outer 
garm ent worn on th e street by all 
Ch inese serv e a double purpose on th e 
h igh binder. 


years ago certain sh ooting galleries 
were frequented by Ch inese, b u t wh en 
w h en th e v arious | a playful wh ite m an one (lay killed 
one of th e yellow m arksm en instead 
of aim ing at th e regular target, th e 
Ch inese patronage ceased. 
A lth ough quite indifferent to death , 
th e Ch inese h av e not yet learned to 
h andle firearms properly. 
W h en th ey 
h old th e pistol a t arm ’s length th ey 
nearly alw ays tu rn th e face aw ay a t 
th e instant of firing. 
A h igh binder 
wh o can rem ain com placent among 
th e reports of 1,000 big firecrackers 
sh rinks 
from looking th rongh th e 
sigh ts of h is pistol until th e lead h as 
been sent on its mission 
o f death . 
Sometimes th e m urderers grasp th e 
pistol w ith both h ands, and, by using 
th e double action, disch arge fo ur or 
fiv e sh ots in h alf th a t num ber 
o f sec­ 
onds. A rest acro^'S th e arm is a fav or­ 
ite position and one of th e most effect­ 
iv e, since it perm its som eth ing like 
steady aim, alth ough it is said th a t 
th e h igh binder nev er keeps h is eyes 
open w h en th e pistol is discarged. 
No remedy at law h as been effectiv e 
in prev enting resort to arm s by th e 
h igh binders. 
Fines of S250 h av e been 
imposed for carrying concealed weap­ 
ons, and w ith in tw entv -four h ours a 
dozen “ binders” were figh ting w ith 
pistols on th e street. 
Th e rule re­ 
cently m ade by Ch ief Crowley of San 
Francisco may operate to lessen th e 
danger to pedestrians about Ch ina­ 
town, becau.se oth er Ch inese arrested 
a t th e scene of a sh ooting will be com­ 
pelled to defend h im.self in court as a 
principal and 
pay attorney’s fees. 
Heretofore th ere h as lieen an agree­ 
m ent am ong th e ‘ tongs” to settle th eir 
griev ances outside of courts, but th e 
new law will make such procedure un­ 
necessary, since noth ing can be sav ed 
by so doing.
